Engineering work was ordered 
halted a month ago upon com- 
pletion of the preliminary plans 
and reports by M-W when the 
council learned the secondary 
planning and engineering, along 
with inspections and engineer- 
ing on the actual construction 
phase, will cost the city an 
estimated $400,000. The amount 
s in addition to $102,000 paid 
by the city for the preliminary 
planning work. 

Don’t Have the Money 

At one point during the dis- 
cussion, Alderman Claude 
Green presented a motion that 
the engineers proceed with the 
secondary phase. This brought 
objections from other aldermen 
and from City Treasurer Paul 
Rutledge, who asked: ‘Where 
are we going to get the money?” 

The delay in the secondary 
engineering work has continued 
while Mayor Partney and Al- 
derman Walter Nonn have been 
studying means of paying for 
the additional planning for the 
$15.3 million secondary treat- 
ment project that includes con- 
struction of interceptor lines to 
serve Venice, Nameoki and 
Chouteau townships. Construc- 
tion of township se wer lines. 
is planned as a separate project 
and is sponsored by Madison 
County. 

The city expects to finance 
the project with a 50% federal 
grant, a 30% state grant and 
20%, of the revenue in fees for 
sewage treatment for the town- 
ships. Under present govern- 
ment programs, however, the 
city can receive no grants until 
it has initiated the construction 
work and has the project at 
least 25%, complete. 

As a result, the city must 
find its own funds to get the 
secondary sewage treatment 
program off the ground. Mayor 
Partney has suggested the pos- 
sibility of a $3 million bond 
issue. 

ne notice that preliminary 
plans have been approved by 
EPA was received from Ward 
L. Akers, acting manager of 
the permit section of the Divi- 
sion of Water Pollution Control. 
Akers said the approval was 
subject to a revision for a 
specific chlorine application to 
the stormwater flow in primary 
treatment 

The M-W engineers, Aaron A.

Bad Check 
Crackdown 


The holiday shopping season 
has arrived—and with it extra 
headaches for financial institu- 
tions. 

Plagued in June and again 
this month by — fraudulent 
checks, local banks foresee a 
continuation of the problem in 
December, which traditionally 
brings an upsurge. 

The banks jointly are asking 
that their customers be under- 
standing about procedures in 
which all who cash checks are 
required to show ample identi- 
fication. “Most people are well 
known to us, but when this 
kind of rule is applied it is nec- 
essary to apply it to every cus- 
tomer,” a spokesman explained. 

A frequent practice is the in- 
vasion of a community by a 
ring of check thieves who have 
obtained the printed checks of 
a business firm. They visit sev- 
eral banks in rapid succession, 
using local names and account 
numbers and signatures which 
appear valid. 

“Quite often an individ- 
ual loses some of the iden- 
tification cards or a blank 
check from his wallet or 
purse —or such cards are 
stolen from the individual. 

“It would help greatly if 
he called police and his 
bank immediately, because 
it is likely that the informa- 
tion on his identification 
cards will be used a short 
time later by a bad-check 
ring,” the spokesman said. 
“Such rings of out-of-town 

people include persons hired to 
try to cash a fraudulent check. 
If caught, they usually have in 
their possession only one check 
or the proceds from it. But it 
is a big-volume operation in- 
volving thousands of dollars in 
a day’s time.” 

The spokesman also 
warned against the pre- 
holiday “con game” in 
which elderly persons are 
victimized by people who 
pretend to be “bank audi- 
tors” or “bank examiners” 
or “accountants.” 

The ruse, usually arranged 
by a telephone call, involves 
asking the individual to with- 
draw his funds as a means of 
“verifying” that the account 
is in proper order. 

“No bonafide audit is han- 
dled by telephone, nor does it 
ever require cash to be with- 
drawn,” the spokesman noted.

World War I Army Menu Shows Gls 
Had Lavish Thanksgiving Cuisine 


A serviceman’s life in world 
war I wasn't all bad, if one 
can judge by a well preserved, 
54-year-old menu which des- 
cribes the Thanksgiving Day 
dinner served on Nov. 29, 1917 
at Camp Sevier in Greenville, 
$..c. 

Mr. Bryan L. Waggoner, 2414 
Grand Ave., found the menu 
among his world war I souve- 
nirs after he heard from an 
“old” Army buddy in Indiana 
recalling the event. 

Printed for the benefit of the 
men of Company L, 119th U. S. 
Infantry, based at Camp Sevier, 
the booklet-style menu listed 
cuisine hard to match even by 
today’s standards and the 
easily accessible food items 
available at the modern super- 
markets. 

The bountiful bill of fare was 
enclosed in an equally ornate 
cover, resplendent with the 
flags of the world war I allies— 
the U. S. Stars and Stripes, the 
Tri-Colors of France and 
Britain's Union Jack — on the 
front and ctossed .3030 Spring- 
field rifles on the back.

One vital part of the state’s 
welfare program is to help pro- 
vide jobs for persons who can 
work. 

The need for jobs is a far 
more serious matter than 
merely providing income for 
the unemployed. 

I don’t mean to minimize the 
immediate importance of in- 
come from a productive job 


But a long-range“ view sug- 
gests that unless we are suc- 
cessful in replacing welfare 
with jobs, we shall be doing the 
greatest possible damage to 
ourselves and to persons on 
welfare. 

Neither the victims of 
our welfare mess nor this 
nation can afford any ex- 
pansion of a new  non- 
working class. 

The cost cannot be measured 
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simply in terms of dollars spent 
for their support. 

It must be measured also in 
terms of the human costs to the 
disadvantaged poor who slip 
farther and farther away from 
the mainstream of American 
life. 

The importance of the work 
ethic in our society cannot be 
overemphasized. 

It underlies the achieve- 
ments of Americans of all

ple, come,” is one of the 
hymns heard throughout 
our land at Thanksgiv- 
ing. We are prayerfully 
grateful for the oppor- 
tunity to serve the 
health needs of our fel- 
low man through Phar- 
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times and of all religions 

and races. 

There are sound reasons for

Next Year's State Budget 
May Top $6 Billion Mark

Springfield —The Bureau’ of 
Budget, headed by John Wilbur 
McCarter Jr., has started the 
long involved process of re- 
viewing proposed spending pro- 
grams for the next fiscal year. 

Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie will 
have to present a comprehen- 
sive, budget to the General As- 
sembly next March. At that 

-time Ogilvie will detail the 

state’s spending program that 
starts with the fiscal year to 
begin on July 1. The budget is 
expected to top the $6 billion 
mark, During this current fis- 
cal year the budget has hit $5.8 
billion, 

As in the paststhe budget will 
have three spending pillars— 
public welfare, education and 
highways. 

What the Bureau of the Budg- 
et (BOB) is doing now, is to 
review each governmental 
agency’s proposed spending 
programs, This of course also 
includes a look at just how 
many persons each agency has 
employed. 

One of the big problems cur- 
rently facing the BOB will have 
to give a close look at just 
what the state has been taking 
in by way of taxes during the

Season Opening Poor For Waterfowl Hunters 


llinois duck hunters had a from Mt. Vernon, made the 


poor opening day, according to 
George Arthur, chief waterfowl 
biologist for the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Conservation. 

“The warm weather was the 
most prominent reason for such 
a poor opening day,” said Ar- 
thur, “other reasons were lack 
of wind, the presence of fog and 
the fact that there is plenty of 
feed for the waterfowl in IIli- 
nois. 

“Between our initial census 
and the timé the season began 
we had very few new birds 
coming into the state because 
of continuing warm weather in 
the north, This also contributed 
to the poor day, because the 
late birds coming down are us- 
ually the first harvested while 
looking for places to feed.” 

About 375 hunters showed up 
opening morning at Rice Lake 
Conservation Area. 100 hunters 
were allowed to hunt, and they 
bagged 49 ducks. QT} this total, 
35 were teal. 

Fifty ducks were taken at the 
Sanganois Conservation Area by 
100 hunters, with 41 being wood 
ducks. 

At the Mississippi River Fish 
and Waterfowl Management 
Project (composed of Batch- 
town, Stump Lake, Hurricane 
Island, Diamond Island and the 
Glades), about 1,000 hunters 
managed to harvest 940 ducks. 
Most of the ducks were woodies, 
however many pintails were 
also taken. 

In the Carlyle Lake 3,500 acre 
sub -impoundment — waterfowl 
area managed by the Depart- 
ment, 800 hunters were success- 
ful during’ the first day. Nu- 
merous species were flying, 
including pintails, mallards, 
wood ducks and blue and green- 
winged teal. Howeveréno har- 
vest data is available from the 
area. 

At the Mermet Lake Conser- 
vation Area 100 birds were 
harvested by.50 hunters. About 
90% of the birds taken were 
wood ducks. 

Private clubs in Henderson 
County reported high harvests 
of blue and green-winger teal, 
with some hunters taking their 
limits (ten). 

“Wood ducks are a local bird 
and they are quite numerous 
because they have not gone 
further south at this time. The 
teal population is still quite 
high in Illinois due to the un- 
seasonably warm weather that 
we are having, These early mi- 
grators will stay in the area 
until colder weather forces 
them further south,” Arthur 
reported, ‘The waterfowl sea- 
son should begin to pick up as 
soon as cold weather causes 
the birds in the north to mi- 
grat 

Goose Census 

The first goose census of the 
fall season was taken recently 
in Southern Illinois and West- 
ern Kentucky by the Depart- 
ment of Conservation. 

Bill Mestel, game biologist 
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count at Horseshoe Lake, Un- 
jon County Wildlife Refuge, 
Crab Orchard Wildlife Refuge 
and in Ballard County, Ky., 
across the Ohio River. 

Crab Orchard has 30,000 
geese now using the area, while 
24,000 birds are at Horseshoe 
Lake. The Union County Refuge 
showed 8,000 geese with 1,000 
geese now using the Ballard 
County area. 

“The major flights will prob- 
ably begin to arrive in the mid- 
dle of November,” said Jim 
Lockart, supervisor of the di- 
vision of wildlife resources for 
the department. ‘Weather and 
food conditions in Wisconsin's 
Horicon Marsh are determiping 
how soon the major flocks *will 
arrive.” 

Mallards Most Popular 

Mallards were the most pop- 
ular ducks hunted in Illinois 
last year. 

Figures indicated that 58.2% 
of the ducks harvested in Illi- 
nois in 1970 were mallards. 

“Mallards are the most nu- 
merous of all ducks that mi- 

the Mississippi 


that about nine mil- 
lion ducks pass through Illinois 
on their migration to winter 
ground, and mallards make up 
well over 50% of the birds, It 
is no wonder that there are so 
many of them harvested.” 

Lockart said that hunters 
bagged 568,000 ducks last year, 
as opposed to about 348,000 in 
1969, The 220,000-bird increase 
was principally because of the 
point system inaugurated las 
year, which regulates bag 
limits.

A set of waterfowl identifica- 


tion slides which were made by 
an Illinois Department of Con- 
servation waterfowl biologist 
has drawn commendation from 
the U. S. Department of the 
“Interior and many conservation 
agencies throughout the United 
States.

An ad- 
ditional 40 slides are made into 
an identification quiz. 

“The set represents hun- 
dreds of hours of time by 
George Arthur, who did all of 
the photography,” Henry Bark- 
hausen, director of the Depart-

President Richard M, Nixon, 
recalling the triumphs and trag- 
edies of the Pilgrim fathers, 
has proclaimed Nov. 25 as a 
national day of Thanksgiving. 

The text of the proclama- 
tion: 

“One of the splendid events

or duty placed upon some men 
by the whim or design of 
others.

live out their own commit- 

ment to their own ideal of 
human freedom. 


“In the purpose of their 
search, the human spirit 
found its ultimate defini- 
tion. 

“They found the land 
they sought, and it was a 
difficult land, but it was 
rich, With their sacrifices 
they brought forth its 
riches, and laid the founda- 
tion fer a new nation, 

“But more than that, 
they revealed a new possi- 
bility for the expression of 
man’s spirit. 

“In the sure unfolding of 
that possibility, man has 
begun to experience a 
world in which he may do 
justice, love mercy and 
walk humbly with his God 
forever. 

“For what those early set- 
tlers ' established, we give 
thanks in a way which began 
with them, 

“In their first years on the 
hard cold edge of man’s bright 
golden dream, they were tried 
and their faith was tested, But 
when their bodies failed, their 
faith did not. 

“The stark simple words on 


a sarcophagus in a little village 
on the seacoast of Massachu- 
setts tell the story well: ‘This 
monument marks the first 
burying-ground in Plymouth of 
the passengers of the Mayflow- 
er. Here, under cover of dark- 
ness, the fast dwindling cor- 
pany laid their dead; leveling 
the earth above them lest the 
Indians should learn how many 
were the graves.’ 

“Yet, because mankind was 
not created merely to survive, 
in the face of all hardship and 
suffering, these men and wom- 
en—and those of the other early 
settlements—prevailed. 

“And the settlers gathered to 
give thanks for God’s bounty, 
for the blessings of life itself, 
and for the freedom which they 
so cherished that no hardship 
could quench it. 

“Now their heritage is ours. 

“What they dared to 
imagine for this land came 
to pass. 

“What they planted here 
prospered. 

“And for our heritage—a 
Jand rich with the bountiful 
blessings of God, and the 
freedom to enjoy those rich 
blessings—we give thanks 
to Ged Almighty in this 
time, and for all time. 
“Now, therefore, I, Richard 

Nixon, President of the United 
States of America, in accord- 
ance with the wish of the Con- 
gress as expressed in section 
6103 of Title 5 of the United 
States Code, do hereby pro- 
claim Thursday, Nov. 25, 1971, 
as a day of national Thanks- 
giving. 

“T call upon all Americans to 
share this day, to give thanks 
in homes and in places of wor- 
ship for the many blessings our 
people enjoy, to welcome the 
elderly and less fortunate as 
special participants in this 
day’s festivities and observ- 
ances, thereby truly showing 
our gratitude to God by expres- 
sing and reflecting his love.”

Thanksgiving Spotlights Nation's 
Abundance and Public's Compassion 


To the Editor: 

This article about Thanksgiv- 
ing is so good, I want to share 
it with your readers — —. 

We take good things too much 
for granted at times, don't we? 

In a desert when thirst burns, 
water is valued beyond gold. 

After missing a dozen meals, 
aman knows of few things more 
important than food. 

In a bitter wind, how fine it 
is to have warm clothing. 

When winter snow swirls, 
tnow welcome is a comfortable 
house.

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Officials Ought to Find a New ‘Football’ 
And Stop Kicking the Dental School Around 


It is not surprising that the School of Den- 
tal Medicine has become involved to a degree 
in the tugging and pulling over the size of the 
state's financial support of Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity’s Southwestern campus. 

There is an imbalance in the state govern- 
ment's revenue and projected spending, and the 
establishment of a dental school is a substantial 
cost factor. 

But we Were surprised to see the dental 
school once again written off in President Ren- 
dleman's verbal presentation to the SIU board 
of trustees on Noy. 19. Only a half-month 
earlier, on Nov. 4, Governor Ogilvie formally 
released $1,600,000 for construction work and 
equipping of the initial dental school facilities. 
This action was seen as permitting the first stu- 
dents to begin their classes in June 1972. 

The approval by the governor in early 
November was “‘the second time around,”’ since 
he and the General Assembly and the Illinois 
Board of Higher Education long ago had given 
full authorization for the project to proceed. 
The Illinois Budget Bureau subsequently inter- 
vened to hold up the funds, saying it wasn't so 
sure the school ought to be started at SIU-SW, 
anyway. Gov. Ogilvie then countermanded this 
action and freed the funds. 

Noting that SIU-SW has trimmed its op- 
erating budget from $36 million to $30 million 
to avoid a 15% slash by the Board of Higher 
Education, Dr. Rendleman said if there is a 
further cut by the state he again will lop off the 
dental school, Gov. Ogilvie to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

here may be logic in this kind of “‘brink- 
manship" and we sincerely hope that funda- 
mental SIU-SW functions are not further ham- 
strung by the higher education board, budget 
bureau, governor or anyone else. But the School 
of Dental Medicine should not continue to be 
the “whipping boy.” 

If an intricate game must be played in 
order to assure an adequate level of funds 
for the local university, they ought to find an- 
other “‘football."” The dental school, first SIU- 
SW professional school, is not negotiable and 
should not be. It is a ‘‘must’’—now, not later. 

Delay could well mean total loss of the 
school, such as to Springfield—a prospect al 
ready specifically mentidned, with obvious rel- 
ish, by the state budget bureau director.

Effort to Create Airport Gaining Momentum 


The effort to establish a major metropoli- 
tan airport in Illinois is continuing. And it is 
picking up momentum, despite the latest build- 
it-in-Missouri tactic of saying Lambert Airport 
can serve all the needs indefinitely. 

St. Louis City Comptroller John H. Poel- 
ker said Monday that despite “the desire of 
every loyal and devoted Missourian, the weight 
of evidence is for the Columbia-Waterloo, IIl., 
site. 

I cannot support further delay in this 
decision, since I can recall the cost of a lack of 
decision ten years ago when a joint St. Louis 
City-County airport planning group delayed to 
a point of dissolution and thereby permitted 
then-available sites in western and southern St 
Leuis County to be absorbed by other irreversi- 
ble developments.” 

The 46,000-member Airline Pilots Associa- 
tion also has spoken out this month about the 
hazards associated with continued use of rela- 
tively small, inadequately-equipped airports. 

The association said U. S. airports are in- 
creasingly dangerous, with a diminishing safety 
margin in both takeoffs and landings. Assert- 
ing that the present federal ten-year plan to 
improve airport safety is not enough, it called 
for an accelerated five-year program to reduce 
the prospect of airport crashes 

The proposed Illinois airport is to be not 
only the most modern in the world but prob- 
ably the safest. 

There is no way of putting a precise value 
on human life, but it is so valuable that there 
ought to be a quick end to the contentions that 
a hemmed-in airport should be perpetuated in- 
stead of establishing the spacious, ultra-modern 
field which is proposed. 


Breath Test May Make Streets, Roads Safer

whelmingly adopted a “breath test” law this 
fall after years of debate in which the bill regu- 
larly fell just short of adoption. 

A written threat from U. S. Transportation 
Secretary John Volpe to withhold $40 million 
in highway funds from Illinois undoubtedly was 
a factor in the affirmative action.

‘Wonderland’ Season Returning 


About a year ago when we be- 
gan this column, we wrote a 
sort of introductory comment 
We didn't publish the introduc- 
tion at that time but instead 
just plunged in, writing about 
a variety of topics on 4 more 
or less regular basis. 

Now that the seasons have 
come full circle and another 
winter is approaching, we'll re- 
view our thoughts at the time 
the series was started: 

Why a column title like “Win- 
ter Wonderland”? Well, most 
people who write a column seek 
a heading which is unique; one 
of the simplest ways of achiev- 
ing this is to utilize one’s name. 

We also gave some thought to 
“Bill of Fare” before reaching 
a decision. 

Uniqueness also is achieved 
by some column writers by se- 
lecting a phrase which relates 
to an experience or attitude or 
situation which they deem rel- 
evant to their column or news- 
paper or community. 

Others play it totally straight, 
with ‘Editor's Notebook’’ or 
“Editor’s Desk’? or something 
similar. 

So, it can at the least be said 
that “Winter Wonderland” is a 
title different from that of any 
other column we have run 
across. 

The words also are allitera- 
tive, which may be appreciat- 
ed by devotees of Vice-Presi- 
dent Spiro Agnew’s pointed po- 
litical parries, plucky party 
peregrinations and pungent 
pejorative pros. (That read a 
little better a year ago, when 
the “Veep” was more talkative 
than he has been lately.) 

The title of this column is 

a phrase sometimes used to 
describe the wonders of the 
winter season, when snow 
crystals add sparkle and 
beauty: to the workaday 
world, creating a coating of 
white—a quiet mantle that 
that enhances every- 
thing it touches, except au- 
tomotive traffic. 

A “wonderland’’ image evokes 
thoughts of one of our favorite 
seasons, although the same 
tite remains in use dur- 
ing the other three seasons of 
the year as well. (We received 
a lot of suggestions during 1971 
on spring, summer and autumn 
headings but decided to retain 
“winter”. even when the tem- 
perature tops 90 degrees.) 

Wintertime is a happy time, 


including as it does Christmas 
and family gatherings and ex. 
cuses to light a cozy ‘hearth- 
side fire—while not having to 
make any excuses at all for 
not mowing or puttering about 
the yard. 


The definition of “winter” is 
about what could be expected— 

“The seagon between autumn 
and spring, comprising in the 
Northern Hemisphere usually 
the months of December, Jan 
uary and February. .Or, as 
reckoned astronomically, , ex 
tending from the Decerhber 
solstice to the March equinox." 


Perusal of Webster’s Sev- 
enth Collegiate Dictionary 
is a bit more rewarding on 
the word “wonderland.” 

The book describes it as 
an “imaginary realm —a 
place that excites admira- 
tion or wonder.” And “ex- 
cites” is a word that Merri- 
am- Webster never uses 
lightly,

Nothing much new happened 
in the field of taxation at the 
fall session of the Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Personal Property Tax — 
Status Quo Maintained. 

Three ideas were before the 
Assembly: (1) H.B. 3734, which 
allowed every taxpayer a re- 
duction of $20,000 of equalized 
assessed valuation on his or its 
personal property assessment, 
passed the House, but wasn’t 
called in the Senate by the 
sponsor when the bill was 
amended down to $1,500. 

(2) S.B. 1292, which taxed 
income-producing personal prop- 
erty and exempted non-income- 
producing personalty, plus 
granting a $5,000 equalized as- 
sessed valuation exemption to 
farmers, was left on the Sen- 
ate calendar. 

(3) S.B. 1304 through S.B. 1307, 
which classified personal prop- 
erty into five classes and 
phased out the tax on business 
on a yearly basis until no tax 
remained by Jan. 1, 1979, was 
sent to a committee to study 
replacement revenues needed 
when the personal property tax 
is abolished. 

This latter committee is a 
good committee and has the 
problem of coming up with the 
best possible taxes to replace 
lost revenues when the tax is 
abolished on or before Jan. 1, 
1979. It will need the help of 
lay persons familiar with the 
task. 

Bills to Replace Fee Reve- 
nues to Counties Do Not Pass. 

H.B. 3717 and S.B. 1290 al- 
lowed counties to charge tax 
collection costs to units of local 
governments for such services 
to replace extension and col- 
lection tax fees to be lost as of 
Dec. 1, 1971. 

H.B. 3717 did not pass the 
Senate; S.B. 1290 passed the 
Senate but was left on the cal-

Southern Illinois University 
at Carbondale will rejuvenate 
and enlarge its 33-year-old foot- 
ball stadium, including installa- 
tion of artificial turf. 

A tentative outline approved 
Friday by SIU’s Board of 
Trustees would boost seating in 
McAndrew Stadium from 8,408 
permanent seats to 23,670. 

The board gave SIU at Car- 
bondale the go-ahead to start 
detailed planning on the $1.8 
million project. The money is 
in a stadium development fund 
built up from part of the $10 
quarterly athletic fee paid by 
students. 

Biggest item in the prelimi- 
nary budget is $645,000 for 
seating. The main brick and 
concrete grandstand would be 
extended upward 20 rows for 
a total of 7,200 seats. Existing 
wood benches would be covered 
with plastic and backed. 

Steel-supported stands now on 
the east side of the field would 
be cut in half, repositioned in 
the end zones and fleshed out 
with 12 more rows at each end 
for a total of about 5,970 seats. 
Replacing the east side bleach- 
ers would be a new  pre-fabri- 

ated _concrete-on-steel stand 
with .10,500 plastic seats in vari- 
ous colors. 

Artificial turf is estimated at 

0,000 and a new elevator- 
equipped communications cen. 
ter is budgeted for $275,000. 

The feasibility of relocating 
the existing stadium running 
track is to be worked out in 

al plans, according to the 
board's action. The $150,000 
tem could be diverted instead 

o improvement of grandstand 
dressing rooms.

Other proposed improve- 
ments are lighting refinements, 
a new public address system 
and new scoreboard. 

Robert Layer, SIU president, 
said the present site — at the 
edge of the ‘‘old’’ central cam- 
pus — is within walking dis- 
tances of most student living 
areas and large parking lots at 
the SIU Arena. 

The renovation project has 
been endorsed by the Univer- 
sity Senate as a “sensible al- 
ternative” to a costlier new 
stadium which would involve 
construction of additional park- 
ing areas and traffic access 
roads.

THAT DRIPPED BLOOD

Washington — Arthur S. 
Flemming, a chairman of the 
White House Conference on 
Aging, is the first to admit that 
he may have a tiger by the tail. 

When he accepted chairman- 
ship of the conferences, which 
will begin Sunday, in the na- 
tion’s capital, it was widely 
predicted that senior power ac- 
tivists would overrule his inten- 
tions to run the controversial 
meeting more or less along ad- 
ministration guidelines. 

But Flemming, who at 66 
barely fits most definitions of 
“senior citizen,” has been 
working quietly to make the 
conference one that will ad- 
dress the issues calmly rather 
than emotionally. 

He has taken a giant step to 
allay fears of outspoken 
“‘Geritol commandos” who were 
close to advocating a boycott 
of the November gathering 
which is expected to attract 
3,700 delegates from all over 
the country. 

His first move was to put into 
action some of the recommen- 
dations coming from local and 
state. conferences in advance of 
the Washington national meet- 
ing. 

Flemming said he feels that 
if delegates can see progress 
resulting from the early con- 
ferences, they will have a dif- 
ferent psychological approach 
to the main conference. 

“Even if they are in complete 
disagreement with it, people | 
will talk about what is happen- 
ing already,” said Flemming. 

He cited President Nixon’s 
recent speeches in Chicago and 
New Hampshire, which called 
for a cutoff of funds at substan- 
dard nursing homes, as one ex- 
ample of preconference action. 

Despite the fact that only 5 
per cent of Americans over the 
age of 65 are in long-term care 
facilities, concern about nursing 
homes was expressed loudly at 
the preconference regional 
forums.

Washington insiders consider 
Flemming to have the full con- 
fidence of President Nixon. 

Flemming’s intention is to 
impress on the elderly that big 
government can work in meet 
ing the needs of the aged 

The political implications of 
the November conference have 
not escaped either Republicans 
or Democrats, If Flemming 
can guide the conference to a 
satisfactory conclusion, it will 
be a feather in the Republicans’ 
cap.

Statistics on past elections 

show that citizens over 65 vote 
in greater numbers, for ex- 
ampie, than young people. And 
when ‘they vote, the majority 
votes Republican. 

If the conference is a flop, on 
the other hand, the Democrats 
might benefit in next year’s 
voting. 

Flemming’s background pro- 


vides a strong base for his self- 
appointed role as a spokesman 
for big government's expertise 
in helping the elderly. 


He joined the government 
service when it was much 
smaller and has watched it 
grow. 

After a brief fling as a Wash: 
ington journalist, he was ap- 
pointed a member of the Civil 
Service Commission in 1939 at 
the age of 34 and served that 
body for nine years. 

During the administration of 
President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, Flemming was director 
of defense mobilization and 
was responsible for all non- 
military aspects of defense. 

He was a member of the 
Presidential Advisory Commis- 
sion on Government Organiza- 
tions, whose report led to the 
creation of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
(HEW). Flemming was Mr. 
Eisenhower's last HEW secre- 
tary (1958-61).

Aides describe Flemming as 
a hard worker. ‘He doesn’t go 
in for sports such as golf,” said 
Bertha Adkins, assistant chair- 
man of the aging conference. 
“He doesn't seem to need the 
usual forms of relaxation.”” 

Although he has been absent 
from government work for 10 
years, he says the inflated size 
of the bureaucracy doesn’t 
bother him. 

“The thing I try to keep in 
front of me all the time is, 
‘What can help to elevate the 
status of the elderly in 
society?’ ”
